“ Headache” 


For Britain 


R. HERBERT MORRISON, 
Lord President of the Council, 
told the House of Commons last 
night that the foreign policy aspects 
and military potentialities of atomic 
energy were “terrific,” and it was 
giving the Government a very bad 
headache. They could not make up 
their minds in five minutes on the. 
way out of the vast problem, but 
they were considering the question 
at its highest level. 

He was unable, in view of the 
Prime Minister’s forthcoming visit 
to the S.A. to give the 
House a comprehensive  state- 
ment, but indicated that the 
Government would maintain a high 
standard in fundamental research, 
and they. would be as much con- 
cerned with peaceful aspects as with 
military possibilities. 

Statements that atomic power 
would be in use for transport in 
two years were certainly too opti- 
mistic, said Mr. Morrison. The best 
expert view, he said, was that it 
would take at least ten years to 
develop the industrial process fully. 

Captain Blackburn (Labour), who 
raised the subject, told the House of 
“an instrument which detects the 
release of radio active materials, 
and has been put in an aeroplane.

With Tradition 


“ A FTER Mr. Attlee had moved a motion of thanks to the 
Services on the victorious conclusion of the World War, 
yesterday in the House of Commons, Mr. Churchill said 
he regretted that the tradition of voting monetary rewards 
to famous victorious commanders had been abandoned 


on this occasion, and that no special mention of com- 


manders had been made in the motion. 


Mr. Churchill said that at least 
the two most famous soldiers pro- 
duced by Britain since the Duke of 
Wellington should have received by 
name the thanks of the House, and 
that the name of General Eisen- 
bower might have figured in the 
motion; for never did a man 
labour more to bring the whole 
force at his disposal into one 
integral whole, and never had a man 
more the goodwill of his British 
comrades than General Eisenhower.” 

Moving the motion, Mr. Attlee 
said that. when the late Mr. Lloyd 
George moved a similar motion 
after the first World War, he said 
that if Britain had not responded 
to the challenge «she might have 
become a prosperous people; she 
would also have become a despised 
people. 

“In 1939,” said Mr. Attlee, “ if 
we had not fought and won, we 
would have ceased to exist as a 
people, in any real sense of the 
word. Our Commonwealth and 
Empire would have passed away. 
We would have been the slaves 
of a self-styled master race. 

“I move this motion of thanks, 
therefore, with an even deeper sense 
of gratitude, realising how great is 
the debt we all owe to the men and 
women without whose courage and 
self-sacrifice none of us would be 
here to-day. ' 


RETROSPECT 


“Looking back over these six 
long years of war, it is difficult 
for us to estimate the contributions 
made to our victory by the various 
services or by particular comman- 
ders. We cannot weigh in anv 
balance the value of those who 
endufed in the dark days of defeat 
and those who conquered, and his- 
tory sometimes does but scant jus- 
tice to the former. 


“It is, perhaps, to those who, 
in the days when our equip- 
ment was scanty and our full 
strength unmobilised, when our 
enemy was strong and flushed 
with victory, when our first Allies 
were beaten down, that our grati- 
tude is especially due.”

| THE DUTCH DILEMMA 


The “cease fire” has sounded 


7 in Surabaya, and, for the present, 
a state of uneasy truce—whose 
‘uneasiness is proclaimed by the 
fact that it already has been dis- 
turbed by a mob of youths—rexists 
between the Allied forces in Java 
and the Indonesian Nationalists. 
Already 20 British soldiers have. 
been killed, and 59 others 
wounded, in the ungrateful task 
‘of suppressing a rebellion on 
behalf of the Dutch; and there 
is little doubt that their comrades 
féel, 
those who were called upon to 


even more bitterly than 


intervene in Greece, that they 


are risking their lives in a quarrele 
that is none of their business. 
On the face ‘of it, the only parties 
who are concerned in the ques- 
tion of Indonesian independence 
are the Javanese Nationalists and 


the Government of the Nether- 
lands—tepresented ~ respectively 
by. Dr. Soekarno and Dr. van 
Mook. Yet Britain is in a 
curious situation. In view of 
the necessity of maintaining 
relations in Western 
Europe, it is hard for her to 


take any action which would 


antagonise the people of Holland 


—as the people of France were 
antagonised by the Syrian inci- 
dent, though they may have been 
won back by British intervention 
on their behalf in Indo-China. 
Even the Economist, not usually 


regarded as an organ of 


imperialism, has urged that the 
maintenance of 


this western 
bloc in Europe is a matter of 
prime importance, and that it 


justifies the support of the Dutch 


by British arms in Java. 
Secondly, if Britain accepts, even 
by implication, the right of Dr. 


Soekarno’s “ Government” to be 


regarded as anything but a 
rebellious faction, tainted by 
collaboration with the Japanese, 
she raises at once the question 


of her own Colonies and depen- 


dencies in the Far East. 
Obviously, her desire is to 
restore the «status quo in the 
Pacific, apart from the deletion 
of Japan. She assumes her own 
right to resume control of 
Burma, Malaya, and North 
consequently, she 
scarcely can accept the thesis 
that the Dutch or the French 
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was inteadiel “only. for people 
with white’ skins. -

Sir John Boyd Orr was respon- 
sible for the dietary surveys done in 
Britain, which showed that between 
a third and a half of the ulation 
did not. eat sufficient of protec- 
tive foods for health. The main 
cause of the faulty diet was t*- f +t 
that sufficient of the relatively ex- 
pensive protective foods was beyond, 
the purchasing power of poor families. 
He issued a warning in 1934 that an 
economic system, w ich involved the 
restriction of. the production and dis- 
tribution of food urgently needed, 
was one which could not endure. His 
researches at the outbreak of the 
second world war established that in 
the best-fed nations between one- 
fifth. and one-third of the population 
did not enjoy a diet adequate for 
health, and that in many countries 
most ‘ot the population was in this 
condition. 


The long sos per policy now bein 
evolved by the nited Nations f 
organisation would put an end to 
dumping, stoted Sir John in Montreal 
recently The consumption. of pro- 
tective foods would be increased in all 
countries, in some of them to a much 
greater extent than in the British Isles. 
Wheat, the foodstuff which caused 
most trouble in the past, would be, for 
a time at least, in short supply, and 
even if there should be a temporary 
world. surplus of wheat from a bumper 
crop, it would not upset the markets, 
bacause the organisation would have 
power to purchase stocks and stabilise 
‘the markets. A: reservoir of foodstuffs 
would be‘an essential feature of the 
new food plans. Virtually every food- 
stuff could be conserved and stored, 
and it would thus be possible to offer 
the farmer a guaranteed market.

General demobilisation of reserve 
units of the Irish Army, called up 
at the outbreak of the emergency, 
and of officers and men who joined. 
up for its duration, will start to- 
morrow. Demobilisation, it is 
stated, will be spread over eighteen 
months at the rate of about 2,000 a 
month, Groups from each military 
centre in the country will be re- 
leased, and officers and men resum-

Contrary to Standing Army 
regulations, demobilised men may 
retain all Army clothing issued to 
them, with the exception of their 

rms. This clothing, it is said, 
is worth £4 approximately. 

Many of the 40,000 men ear- 
marked for demobilisation may not 
return to civil life immediately. A 
new regulation for men who have 
no immediate employment to return 
to permits the men to rejoin for a 
further two years, and re-attestation 
under existing regular Army con- 
ditions. is open to all N.C.O.s and 
men of good character. 

Present rates of pay will continue, 
but the extended period of service 
will not count for. gratuities. All 
gratuities and money accumulated 
to the men’s credit during the emer 

gency will be paid on rejoining.
